Motorman Killed, Passengers Hurt in Crash 


Harrisburg, March 26 (AP) — 
Col Lynn G. Adams, returning 
from the Bethlehem strike zone, 
said that “o u t s i d e r s ” were 
brought in from Philadelphia, 
naming “stevedores, ex-sailors, 
dock hands and communists.” 
“They’re the ones who are 
making the trouble,” Adams said. 
Adams said the state troopers 
clashed with a group of strikers 
some distance from the main 
plant last night and that one 
of them suffered a concussion 
of the brain. He added that the 
trooper “was hit on the head 
with a milk bottle thrown from 
a third-story window.” 
He de­ 
clined to name the trooper. 
Adams said it took the de­ 
tachment of state police “about 
one minute” to restore order. 
"Most of my men had just 
gone through an intensive period 
of training,” he said. “They were 
in fine fettle and handled the 
situation very well.”

Schofield Barracks, 
Hawaii. 
Dear Sir: 
The Gettysburg Times is appre­ 
ciated very much. This way I can 
keep up with things that are hap­ 
pening back home. 
You asked me to let you know how 
I am getting along in the Army. 
Well, I will start from the beginning. 
As you probably know, after I en­ 
listed in the Army I was sent to 
Bolling Field, Washington, D. C„ 
where I stayed for five months. 
When I got there I thought I would 
bo without a friend but I soon found 
all the fellows very sociable. 
I ar­ 
rived there about 8 o’clock in the 
evening and the first thing I got 
was my supper and I must say they j 
feed you the best. 
After my first 
two days there and the issuing of 
{ny bedding and clothes, I was 
drilled for about a month. 
Then 
we did work around the hangars, 
which was not hard. 
After five 
months there they told us we were 
leaving for New York. 
We were all anxious to get to 
Hawaii (I don’t know why — I guess 
It, was because we read so much of 
it in story books); anyway, that 
morning we went to Union station 
and we all got on the train (there 
were about two hundred of us.) On 
the way we really had a wonder­ 
ful time and saw some beautiful 
scenery. We passed through Mary­ 
land, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New 


Jersey, and then New York. When 
we got to New York we were taken 
to Fort Slocum, which is a small 
island. We were there for only five 
days (thank heavens) and issued 
some more clothes, and the meals 
were not so bad. 
From there we 
went to the Brooklyn Army Base 
where we stayed for five more days. 
We did not do any work here, but 
K. P. (Kitchen Police) and keep 
our shoes off the bunks. 
Then we got word that we were I 
leaving for Hawaii once again and 
on the last day of March we sailed 
on the Leonard Wood Transport, j 
We were on this ship for over a 
month. On the way, we stopped at 
Charleston, South Carolina, and got 
off for about three hours. We also 
took on some more soldiers from 
Fort Moultrie, South Carolina. We 
left there and our next stop was 
Balboa, Panama. There they did not 
let us get off on account of measles 
aboard ship. We stayed there over­ 
night, and in the evening they 
showed us a movie on ship. 
(We 
had movies every night aboard ship 
’till we got to Hawaii.) 
The next 
day we took on supplies at Balboa, 
and then we crossed the Canal and 
stayed over-night again at Cristobal 
and in the morning we sailed again. 
Around the first of May we arrived 
in San Francisco Bay. 
We passed 
Alcatraz island and we also passed 
under the Golden Gate bridge. We 


left the ship at San Francisco and 
went by boat to Fort McDowell, 
which is another island but a very 
nice place. 
While there I got a 
day’s leave and saw quite a bit of 
’Frisco. 
We did a little work at 
McDowell but no K.P, there or on 
the ship the whole way because I 
was on special duty (sweeping the 
deck). 
We left McDowell and seven days j 
later I got my first view of Hawaii j 
and I must say, we got a very beau- j 
tlful welcome to the islands. 
We j 
were 
put on the Oahu Special 
(which is Hawaii’s only train) and 
were taken to Schofield which is 
thirty miles from Honolulu. On our 
way to Schofield, all we saw were 
pineapples fields and sugar cane 
fields. 
We finally arrived at our 
destination and the next couple oi 
days went through tile routine oi 
getting more clothing and bedding. 
After that, we were put to work 
planting grass and bushes around 
our new barracks. 
You see. our 
barracks were not quite completed 
yet. They are new cement ones. 
Then we got three more weeks of 
drill and I have not drilled since 
nor did any K.P. 
Now I have my 
special job and th at is issuing out 
rations to the different outfits or 
companies here. 
As you probably

68 O rg an izatio n s Go 
to H arrisburg for 
Hearing 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, March 26—The milk 
inspection problem came to the fore 
in the general assembly today with a 
public hearing on a measure to set 
up a statewide standard to supercede 
municipal ordinances. 
Senator George B. Scarlett (R.- 
Chester), chairman of the senate 
agricultural committee, said that so 
many witnesses had asked to appear 
that final arrangements would not 
be made until just before the time 
of the hearing in the senate cham 
hers. 
68 Groups to Appear 
“There are about 68 organizations 
seeking to appear against the bill,” 
Scarlett said, “and it’s impossible 
to say just how many are for it. Most 
of them have made their requests 
as individuals rather than as rep­ 
resentatives of organized groups.” 
Searlett who has endorsed the 
“principal” of the house-approved 
measure, said he had “yet to find 
any reputable producer who objected 
to a fair standard of inspection.” 
“They want it high and they want 
it uniform,” he declared. “The in­ 
spection standard should be high 
enough to satisfy any municipality.” 
Various Farm Inspectors 
Farmers, he said, are visited by 
from four to eight inspectors—“fed­ 
eral, state, municipal, dealers’—all 
of whom have different ideas as to 
what they should do.” 
Among the supporters of the 
Moul-Woodring bill is the temporary 
committee of Pennsylvania raw milk 
producer-distributors. 
In a circular to raw milk pro­ 
ducers. 
the 
committee 
asserted: 
“There has never been a time when 
it was so important for the milk 
producers in the state to rally their 
forces in support of constructive 
legislation which would end the 
exploitation of every dairy farmer 
in the state of Pennsylvania.”

Internal - Combustion 
Engine Is Here 
to Stay 


(Tile N. Y. Herald Tribune) 
It was a scant seven years ago 
that the first of all Diesel-electric 
powered streamliners, the Ptapeer 
Zephyr, was delivered at Philadel­ 
phia to the Chicago. Burlington & 
Quincy railroad and started on an 
exhibition 
tour of 
the country. 
Since that time the railroad chron­ 
ology of the United States has been 
dotted with occasions of Diesel sig­ 
nificance: the placing rn service of 
the Union Pacific’s City of Salina, 
between Kansas City and Salina, 
Kan.; 
the establishment of the 
Santa Fe’s Super Chief on a 39%- 
hour run between Chicago and the 
coast; the inaugural of service by 
the Illinois Central’s Green Dia­ 
mond. the Burlington’s D e n v e r 
Zephyr, the Cities of San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, the Rock Island's 
Rockets, the extra-fare all-coach 
flyers of the Santa Fe, the El Capi­ 
ta n , the Seaboard Air Line’s Silver 
Meteors, the Chicago & North West­ 
ern's “400” and the streamliners of 
tile Pennsylvania, Atlantic Coast 
Line and Illinois Central on the 
Florida seasonal hauls. 
But most significant of all, per­ 
haps, was tile recent placing in serv­ 
ice of the Diesel-electric unit which 
oldtimers and the advocates of 
steam motive power said couldn’t be 
evolved; the Santa Fe’s 5,400-horse- 
power freight locomotives on the run 
between Chicago and California. 
Tile event marked the invasion by 
the new type of power of every field 
of transport already claimed (and 
still dominated, to be sure) by 
steam; fast passenger service, car 
shifting and yard operations and 
the hot-shot freight haul. 
Diesel is now competing with the 
traditional steam expansion engine 
in commuter service (vide the New 
Haven’s C o m e t and Boston & 
Maine’s Flying Yankee), on the 
transcontinental varnish limiteds, as 
yard goats and head-end on red- 
ball freights. 
In none of them is it supreme 
either in numbers or in professional 
esteem, but it has a foothold. 
Classicists and amateurs of tile

MAY REPAIR HURT 


BRITISH SHIPS 


Convoys Saved 3,000 
Mile Trip Back to 
England 


[By the Associated Press] 
Washington, March 26 — Hie 
opening of American Navy yards 
for repair of damaged British men- 
o’-war, military' experts said today, 
may give England a great strategical 
advantage in her battle of the At­ 
lantic. 
The use of the naval repair facili­ 
ties, authorized by the terms of the 
lease-lend act, would not interfere 
with the huge U. S. fleet construc­ 
tion program, it was said, but their 
availability would increase the Brit­ 
ish convoy efficiency in the western 
Atlantic. 
Under the lease-lend provision, it 
was explained, this country is ex­ 
tending to British fighting ships, iii 
effect, the same privileges accorded 
to British merchant vessels. Since 
the war began, British cargo car-, 
riers have been putting in at pri­ 
vate American yards for repairs of 
all types, and no restrictions have 
applied to work of this character. 
Only Overhaul Work 
Any repairs to British warships in 
American Navy yards, experts be­ 
lieve, would be so-called “light," or 
overhaul work. 
Heavy major re­

They emphasized, however, that the 
ability to have light repairs made 
without lost time had great naval 
significance. 
A British warship on convoy duty 
in the western Atlantic served as a 
hypothetical example. She has sus­ 
tained damage or needs &n overhaul 
to restore her to full efficiency. 
To return to an English base 
would mean a voyage of from 2,000 
to 3,000 miles, part of it through very 
dangerous waters which the ship 
would have to navigate with her 
combat strength or speed impaired. 
The repairs would have to be made 
at an English base where air raid­ 
ers might inflict new damages. 
Then the ship would have to re­ 
trace her course back to convoy sta­ 
tion.
